There is no 
doii'it a.-j to liiu grear extuni and value of 
thelisliery coist. It is coiilidiMiHy be- 
lieved that llio fisheries will prove as pro- 
ductive and immense as those of Now 
Z>!iilaiid and Nova Scotia. Yoa may be 
pri'piii'ri 10 lieiir that in tho precious 
inoial.s 0111' ni'.w |io.sse-sioiiH will rival Cal- 
ifornia and iro iiluind of Cariboo. 

This Uriti.sli Colony is still going down 
— fast depopulating — Victoria being 
nearly "played out," having not 'more 
than 1,000 or 1,500 inhabitants. The 
poopio of till! Colony, l.'',iigii;iliincri and all, 
saving tlie ollii'ials, arc hopiiii^, praying, 
and working to be attsclied to tho United 
Sillies. -A petition to her Majesty is now 
being circnlnted and signed by the loyal 
Riiiijccis of Great Britain for Annexation 
to tho United Stales, as the only means 
of preventing the country from ri.-lnpsiiig 
into its |)i'uvciitivfi coiiditioii. 

We feel satislied tliat tho acquisition of 
Russian America will prove of great itn> 
porianco t6 the United Slates ; and wc 
liopo tho period is not far dist int when 
British Columbia ami Vancouvor Lsliind 
— (he tnifisiiig link in tho cliain which 
sliouid unite ilio American possessions on 
the Pacilic Coast — will bo supplied, and 
that the .-tars and Stripes shall wave as 
tho only emblem of sovereignty from tho 
Uuir of California to. tb6»JB'rozea'Ooean.

If anything marks New Vork, it is the 
geaeraj,;4iscpurte6y that attends all de- 
partments of society.

The 
unseemly qiiarrelsDetwoen the Bench and 
Bar show that men in "practice'' have 
not forgotten their relations to the Judge 
before he was "Your Honor.'' It was 
formerly the custom for tho keepers ot 
hotels to greet an old customer and wel- 
come tb8'';i>ew,-r;-i»tjleast, to see that small 
parcels were taken 7rom the arm of the 
weary traveller, his coat dusted, aod some 
small attentions shown that are so grate- 
ful to a stranger in a strange city. But it 
is now quite difficult to know who the 
landlord is. Ho seems to be n myth. 
Snobby and uncivil parties^ stand at tlie 
receipt of money, andWen' l^ave with n 
resolution to find more civility elsewhere 
next time. Omnibus men do not hesitate 
to swear at lady piissengers if any disa 
greeraent occurs, and conductors, with 
better chance at brutality, put passengers 
off the cars by way of recreation. vGo to 
the place where ear or ^omnibus 'tickets 
are Si II, and yoa will find iinportinont 
men — most of them youngsters — to wait 
on you, nor can you gel a civil answer. 
I saw quite a delicate lady tiic other day 
go to the Brooklyn city car office for a 
(lackago of tickets. A mere boy was in 
attendance. Money' is poked through a 
little hole, and the party, to take it cau't 
bo seen. The ludy pnt throngh a two- 
dollar note. Before she could speuk, the 
bill was snatched oui of her hand and two 
packages of tickets were thrust buck. 
7ery mildly she said, "I do hot wish but 
oui) piickage." "Why don't you say so, 
then, yon stupid I" said the hopeful lad, 
and, ho snatcbed one pcckaiia back and 
threw tbe dollar on lo the floor, and then 
went to cbtmping on apple. In exhibiting 
tbe line arts, mere lads are etatioocd to rc-^ 
ceive tho tiokeis, because they aro olioap. 
They can be seen, wiih chair pitched back, 
feet upon tho rounds, eating peanuts, wheu 
they are not whistling. 

Attempts have been made In introdaco wo- 
mca into stores, but each is tbo iuoivility ol 
women to women, . that tboy will not trade 
with ona anotber.vlo workxbops, aa book 
keepora in some parts of printing, in binder- 
ies, they do very well ; bat Stewart, 
Lord & Taylor, and men of tbat class, can do 
nothing with them They all expect to be 
ihe wives of ludgos, souatorB, or meraliors of 
Con^Tues, and don't caro t*^ conciliaio their 
own sax. It is all very well to ridicule man 
caillineri, aod men who measure ribbons and 
cat off silks; but until ladies aro mora civil to 
each othar, they will trade where men uro em- 
ployed. If a car is half full of ladies, and the 
seats quite fall of silks, — if a man well dresra 
ed comes in, the dear creatures will catber in 
ibair ample skirls and make room; but if one 
of ibeir own lex comoa in tney will doc badite 
an ioob, and it is often quite ai much as tbe 
conduoloi can do to oompel ihera to move 
along. A white peacock is not as rare as a 
lady who says '"thank yoo, nir," to ■ gentle- 
man who rises to give bora seat in a car. 
Usually, tbo female jounoos down iuto iho 
seat SB if wronged, and exhibits Ibe air of one 
wbo ."at last" bits gQt' beifi tights. Sft; oonn • 
mon baa this conlaot become, tbat many 
gentlBman refuse lo yi Id their peals except 
to the inCrm and ogcd We havo had our 
asea of gold and iron. Thia, 1 think, is the 
age of disrespect aod incivility. Civility 
coils but little. It is an excellent capital for 
a yonog man who has to punb bis way in tha

Out of'nll tho thirty op forty kings who 
have sat upon the English throne, Henry 
VIII, is tho only one who, in common 
parlance, ever "oariied his living.'' We 
owe a great deal of tho -omfort of the 
present day to that man's labors. It was 
be,'aj|d Bucb:a8;'he,^^wb0'aiade thti, at;t| of 
sitting in easy chairs such a Eafe.and'gen 
era! accomplishment for us moderns ; he 
was just tlio mail for the emergency of his 
time; and it i.s doubllul if wc could lioi:- 
esily name any of his successors who 
would have brought the country so suc- 
cesfully thr,(|{l^h such i^n prSeal: neither 
of the Jaine'scs iior^he Chaf loses '%oald 
liavo done it — Cromwell might, but 
through tniieli bloodshed and hypocrisy; 
and it would be difficult to Qx upon any 
one of the Georges who would have made 
a great religious reformer. -Let us be 
just. 'HeFiry,.was, no saint, but he was, a 
wise aud powerful king — a king in sorae.i 
iliing more than his crown and sceptre — 
endowed with all the qiiulitics of daunllesa 
courage and immovable determinatiim 
necessary for his work; a thorough Eiig 
lishmnn, devoted to his country, who in 
turn was proud of him, and supported him 
uiuuiiniously in those very nets for which 
lu) has been so relentlessly maligned ; 
this is a ino>l sitiiiilicani fact. Their sup- 
port was not the support of slaves through 
fear.las Ibis Often represented, for they 
hud twice revolted unainst him, anri 
wrung from him concessioiis; bnt it was 
;ho su])port of men ooiiscious of the iieces - 
^ity uf what was done, from roasons which 
perliiips we are utiiiblo to appreciate ; 
and if ever a man ended his ca^ 
reer by pursuing as honest convic- 
tion what ho had begun from mo- 
tives of policy, we may safely conclude 
that mail was Henry VIII. Tho domes- 
tic (liliicully of Ilia si.'ven wivos may be 
objected ; but there i.s a grriu deal to bo 
faid yet npon thai snhject, and a great 
deal will bo said when future historians 
shall use tho materials which have been 
lately thrown open to them, y^e should 
remember this in our estimate of a great 
iiiiui, that his greatness will extend to all 
liis iiclioiis ; ho will bo groal in his virtues 
and great in his vices. If you magnify .a 
body, you will magnify its deformities *fts 
well as its beauties ; and wo must never 
estimate the failings of a great iiian 'by 
our own limited capacities. This is not 
tho popular view of Henry's character, 
l)ul it is possible that at some future day 
tho recorded verdict of bygone trenera- 
lions will bo reversed, or ut least modified. 
The voluminous State Papers of his reign, 
which have only receQ,tly been gathered 
together, have a tenUency to effect this 
ehango. There is no prejudice so dear as 
a historic prejudice ; wo love our favorite 
villains, and will not allow their cliirac- 
lors lo be takon from them, therefore it is 
probable that to the end of all time the 
theories) tbat Henry /^ILjivaMt rascal, 
Macohmvelli a rogue, nnaCroinwell a 
saint, will find devoted disciples nraongst 
those who n ail hl,^UJry williout thinking.
